The Forest Service gets into its 
Act: The Lake Tahoe Plan 


The U.S. Forest Service has 
announced a series of public 
meetings for review of its 
proposed land use management 
plan for National Forest lands in the 

Lake Tahoe Basin. The proposed plan is 

similar to the BLM California Desert 

Plan in that after a period of public 

comment it will be released in final 

form. 

According to Doug R.  Leisz, 
Regional Forester for the California 
National Forests, public input from 
meetings held in February and March of 
1972, as well as inputs from universities, 
clubs, Federal, State, and local agencies 
all were incorporated into the plan. 

The plan covers about 116,000 acres 
(57 percent of the Tahoe basin land 
area) located in Alpine, El Dorado, and 
Placer Counties, California, and Carson 
City, Washoe, and Douglas Counties, 
Nevada. The official blurb on the plan 
says that “Protection and enhancement 
of environmental quality is the first 
consideration for all activities.”

A Great Motorcyclist Passes

MIAMI SHORES, FLA., SEPT. 16 
Pioneer American motorcyclist 
Harry Kelley, Sr., 73, of Dayton, 
Ohio passed away today. Mr. 
Kelley was father of “J.R.” 


Kelley, President of KK Motorcycle 
Supply and head of the American 
Motorcycle Association. 

Kindness, generosity and a sense of 
humor were three major attributes o^ 
Harry Kelley. All of his working life was 
given to the motorcycle sport and 
business. Born in Indian Territory, 
Oklahoma (before Oklahoma was even a 
state), Harry joined the cavalry and 
chased bandits along the Texas-Mexican 
border for a few wild years. He entered 
the motorcycle business in Chicago 
while still young. There he married his 
wife, Marie, who worked with him 
during their near half-century in 
two-wheeled business.. To celebrate, 
Harry took Marie on a Honeymoon to 
Texas, promising to enrich her small 
dowry with big prize money from a half 
mile meet. Harry forgot to mention to 
his young bride that a mechanic-pal 
would be accompanying them 

Harry went back to his youthful job 
of cow-punching out in Western 
Nebraska during the WW II lull in Indian 
Production. '*Lost my shirt and was glad 
to get back into cycles at the war's 
end, said: Harry vin- -bis 
typically-humorous story -telling 
fashion. When Indian ended its 
illustrious career, Harry took on a 
Triumph franchise, and some years later 
became a mid-central distributor for 
Berliner Motors. Wherever there was a 
major race, Harry, Sr. would be working 
in his son’s pits, keeping a Triumph 
stable alive. 

A fierce competitor on an Indian 
“Pea Shooter” 21 inch ohv, Kelley 
often beat some of the best Harley and 
Indian factory racers. His proudest 
moment came when he was the first half 
miler to break the mile-a-minute record 
at Winchester, Indiana. Never to refuse a 
dare, Harry even entered the old Jack 
Pine runs, but in his opinion enduro 
riding was just a waste of good racing 
machinery. 

Wherever the Kelleys lived or had 
their cycle store, motorcycle pals were 
always welcome. We'll miss him. e

Road racing plan 

The superiority of two-strokes in 
road racing is now so pronounced that 
some form of handicapping to restore a 
balance between two- and four-stroke 
engines must be in order for rules 
committees this winter. Proposals for 
raising the four-stroke limit to 1000cc’s 
have some merit certainly, but I feel 
very strongly that the whole answer lies 
with type of fuel and/or fuel capacities 
without altering present displacement 
limits. 

I suggest that simply reverting to the 
mandatory use of methyl alcohol 
coupled with dead-engine fueling stops 
with only the rider permitted to restart 
the machine would instantly bring the 
problem into perspective and yield 
several additional benefits to racing. 

Obviously such a fuel change would 
increase power by 20% to 40% but 
consumption would rise dramatically, 
perhaps as high as 100% in the case of 
the stronger two-strokes. Some 
intelligent adjustments to fuel tank 
capacities would then be sufficient to 
gain the desired race equality. Further, 
the use of methanol gives a longer-lived, 
cooler-running engine needing less 
maintenance, an aspect especially 
helpful to the already hard-pressed 
independent rider. 

Beyond these technical 
considerations is the matter of the 
sport's public relations. A change to the 
use of this clean, safe, fuel synethetic, 
therefore expendable in ecological 
terms, would forestall one inevitable 
and potentially final objection in the 
arsenal of racing’s critics. Of course the 
same benefits would also apply in 
automobile racing but their major oil 
company sponsorship is so essential a 
part of the existing fabric that its 
sudden loss would precipitate near 
financial collapse. 

If we are to be deprived of the sound 
of racing, let us at least restore the 
traditional smell of racing: a legitimate 
high quite unknown to many younger 
enthusiasts.

Green Sticker Green 

As director of the department 
responsible for the management of the 
Off-Highway Vehicle Fund, I am 
acutely aware of the low level of OHV 
registration through the “green sticker” 
program. In the first 15 months of the 
program, 125,000 vehicles have been 
registered, out of a total vehicle 
population variously estimated as 
between 1 and 2 million. 

Off-roaders and dirt bike enthusiasts 
have protested that there is little 
incentive to register, since they have not 
yet seen any new areas or facilities 
which the State has produced from the 
money contributed to the OHV fund. 
This situation will soon come to an end, 
as the department's OHV study team 
completes its work and issues its 
recommendations for State action. A 
number of fine areas wil be 
recommended for State acquisition. In 
addition, the department’s first 
matching grants to cities and counties 
for the development of local OHV 
facilities will be announced within a 
month. 

With our study and plan completed, 
the only thing that will keep us back 
will be the lack of money in the OHV 
fund. The off-highway vehicle users who 
fail to get their green sticker not only 
deny the fund the $6 share of their fee, 
they also deny the fund the tax money 
paid on gasoline which they burn 
off-the-road. As a _ result of the 
Chappie-Gregorio Off-Highway Gas Tax 
Act of 1972, tax paid on the estimated 
amount of gasoline used off-road by 
registered (green-stickered) OHV’s is 
automatically transferred to the OHV 
fund. For the first year of this gas tax 
transfer, $200,000 was identified and 
transferred to the Off-Highway Vehicle 
Fund. This may not be a great deal of 
money per vehicle, but the contribution 
of all OHV registered vehicles, taken 
together, constitutes a significant 
addition to the Off-Highway Vehicle 
Fund. Were all the off-highway vehicles 
registered, this transfer would have been 
about $2,000,000. Unlicensed vehicles 
do not get counted in the gas tax 
transfer study. The gas tax is paid and 
goes into the production of surfaced 
highways when the vehicle is unlicensed. 

Because of the benefits that will soon 
begin to accrue to the OHV 
recreationists from the OHV fund, I 
would like to urge them to contribute 
to the program through the purchase of 
a green sticker for each vehicle that is 
not street-licensed. Owners of OHV’s 
which are not presently registered will 
be able to get a bargain at the first of 
next year. All registrations made after 
January 1 will be valid through July 1, 
1976. Thus, new registrants can get up 
to 30 months of registration for their 
$15. K 

The OHV recreationist has already 
seen position action by this department 
without use of the OHV fund, as

MORE on BLM 

During April and May of this year, 
the BLM conducted a series of public 
hearings throughout Northwestern 
California concerning the  land-use 
classification of the King Range 
National Conservation Area. The 
proposals offered by the BLM prohibited 
vehicular access to the majority of the 
area in question. The public meeting 
notices appeared to have reached the 
preservationist groups in plenty of time, 
but did not reach the off-road vehicle 
enthusiasts until after some of the 
hearings had been held. The result was 
that the preservationists packed the 
hearings and the off-roaders didn't have 
time to be alerted. Consequently, the 
BLM's proposals (which coincide with 
the  preservationist'S desires) went 
almost unchallenged. 

As a result, MORE has requested a 
federal investigation of the BLM’s 
practice with respect to public hearings. 
We are not surprised, then, that the 
BLM has suddenly decided to hold 
additional hearings on this subject. But, 
again, they have given us short notice. 

The BLM letter dated September 21 
arrived at the MORE office in 
Sacramento on October 5th! This letter 
advises of two additional “final” 
meetings to be held in Garberville at the 
Justice Court at 8:00 p.m. on October 
16th and at the Honeydew Mattole 
coffee shop on October 17th at 8:00 
p.m, In our opinion, the BLM is trying 
to “clear its skirts” with the federal 
investigation now under way. We'll also 
bet that the preservationists received 
their notices two weeks ago, and will try 
to pack the house by busing students in 
from Humboldt College and elsewhere. 

Well, if you haven't caught the drift 
by now, it is absolutely imperative that 
every off-roader in Northern California 
attend this meeting and let the BLM 
know that we really are concerned. 
MORE will be there...how about you?

EPA 
announces new 


emission standards 


WASHINGTON, D.C., OCT. 15 


The Environmental Protection 
Agency today announced final 
transportation control measures to 
lower air pollution levels in several 


of the nation's largest cities. Regulations 
applicable to the registration and 


operation of motorcycles were included 


in the transportation control plans of 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, San Diego, 
and the San Joaquin Valley areas. 

The Motorcycle Industry Council 
said they were “gratified” that the EPA 
modified the drastic and unfair 
motorcycle transportation controls 
which they originally proposed on June 
15, 1973. The- MIC believes that the 
new motorcycle transportation controls 
for certain areas in California, while 
quite restrictive, are nevertheless a more 
realistic approach to regulating 
motorcycle emissions. 

The new controls recognize proposals 
for setting national motorcycle emission 
standards. The MIC was also gratified to 
note that the 1974 “lid” on motorcycle 
registration is not contained in the new 
transportation controls. 

While questions remain concerning 


the required 50 percent motorcycle 
emission reduction by model year 1976 
and the registration aspects of the new 
controls, the MIC will continue to work 
with the EPA in this critical area. 

The Board of Directors of the MIC 
will meet next week in Los Angeles for 
further consideration of the new 
regulations and it is anticipated that a 
more in-depth statement will be issued 
at that time when all parties have had an 
opportunity to consider the 
ramifications of today’s action. 

The new controls provide that: 
‘“*Motorcycle Restrictions: Prohibits 
registration of motorcyclesin California 
and their operation within the region 
between 6 a.m. and 8 p.m. during the 
months from May to October unless the 
1976 model motorcycles are in 
compliance with Federal emission 
regulations effective for that year and 
those regulations will provide for a 50% 
emission reduction. In 1979 new 
motorcycles must either meet more 
restrictive emission standards or the 
operation ban will occur.” 

These standards will likely be similar 
to those required on 1976 automobiles.

Even with all the road 
improvement in Baja in the last three 
years, the stretch of course from 
Puertecitos to Alfonsina's is probably 
the roughest in Baja. Wide World of 
Sports is missing a bet by not filming it. 
Will the increased difficulty of the 
course favor the bikes? Somehow we 
still pick one of the 400 or whatever 
horsepower four-wheel creations to win 
overall but they won't have nearly as 
much pavement to run on. Too bad 
Rolf Tibblin is out of it. 


Plans are virtually finalized for the Long 
Beach Minibike park with the U.S. Navy 
donating a grader to scrape away the 
garbage and an insurance liability 
program set up. American Honda has 
helped in establishing it and the Long 
Beach City Council is writing to the 
other Japanese Big Three to see if they 
will assist. “Minibikes” up to 250cc will 
be allowed. 


DeWayne Jones says that he is still 
working for Honda. He will ride in the 
last races of the Trans AMA after 
recuperating for another month or so 
from a crushed right hand suffered at 
Pocono. He said Gary quit the Honda 
Team because he did not want to do 
R&D work, but rather just ride. 


According to the Japanese trade press, 
Kawasaki plans to build a $20 million 
manufacturing facility in the U.S. The 
location is expected to be in the south 
or midwest and the plant is slated to be 
operational within a year. 


Dave Phelan is a D-37 desert racer, 
which would not normally distinguish 
him for thousands of other intrepid 
types who engage in the weekend desert 
wars, except that he is also a Los 
Angeles high school teacher who, on his 
own, has started teaching a course in 
Motorcycle Safety, Instruction and 
Maintenance at Monroe High School, 
However, the school district allowed 
him no budget for the class and he 
needs the visual and tactile aids to 
actually teach the young riders 
something about bikes.

Slippin' and slidin' -- Willi Bauer cruises in for a win

WASHINGTON, IND., OCT. 14 


There were a lot of people at the 
Indiana round of the Trans AMA 
who looked like winners but bad 
luck, trouble and a costly mental 


lapse cost all those candidates ultimate 
victory. 

In the end, it was good fortune and 
consistency that put the overall winner's 
share of the bucks in the hands of 
works Maico rider Willi Bauer; Hakan 
Andersson (Yam) was second. And (hot 
damn!) “Jammin” Jimmy Weinert was 
third, the highest American placing, so 
far, also equalled by Mike Hartwig. 

Friday’s drizzle and Saturday’s heavy 
downpour had, by Sunday, turned the 
track at Snyder Park into a tortuous one 
mile strip of slime. 

Dawn Sunday didn’t see matters 
improved, either. Dense ground fog 
chocked the area with a death grip until 
a bright, strong sun finally burned the 
haze off and raised hopes that the 
facility would, eventually dry out. The 
track redemmed itself, affording the 
riders a good surface over a demanding 
course and providing the spectators with 
glimpses of very good racing. 


500 International Class 

Mike Hartwig was the first of the 
riders to be hit by the back of Lady 
Luck’s hand, Mike had shot from the 
gate in the first moto, squeezed the 
right line out of the sharp right-hander 
and smoothed out the treacherous 
“Devil’s “Stairsteps” in quick fashion 
leaving Chris Hammargren and Jimmy 
Weinert to hold off a nasty field of 37 
other riders. 

Weinert moved into second the next 


go ‘round, then eased up as his pace was 
just too fast with a full forty minutes 
left as the humps and bumps gave 
everyone fits. Some riders were 
spending more time in the air than on 
their seats. By the sixth or seventh lap 
the field had by no means settled down 
and several riders were on the move 
including the entire Maico machine. 
Karsmakers was berserking it and Hakan 
was sticking close to the action. 

The layout of the track provided the 
riders with just one fast line and, as 
many riders put it, everyone was using 
that line, much to the frustration of the 
go-fasters who were wading through 
traffic. Mike  Hartwig's 20-second 
cushion came to an abrupt end when, 
while passing, a slower rider missed a 
gear and Mike was unable to avoid the 
bike; scratch his lead. 

Unfortunately for Mike, from there 
on it was a steady downhill trip as the 
fight to regain his lost position led to 
more ground time with the last crash 
almost a comedy movie routine: Harwig 
falls, his head goes through the fence 
and spectators pry the fence apart so 
Mike can have his head back; shades of 
Laurel and Hardy. 

Gerrit Wolsink had blitzed the field 
earlier and picked up the lead after 
Hartwig's misfortune while Karsmakers, 
Andersson, Bauer and Weinert waited 
for their turn in the lead. Yamaha works 
riders Hammargren and Tarao Suzuki 
were swapping sixth place while, further

back, Adolf Weil, Werner Schultz, and 
Finnish Montesa rider Kalevi Vehkonen 
were rounding out the top ten 
somewhere in traffic. 

Karsmakers made a determined 
charge to catch Wolsink, closing the gap 
to ten yards two laps before the end but 
a crashing rider cost Pierre the possible 
advantage needed to get the win. 

Wolsink managed to hold his ten 
yard advantage over Karsmakers for the 
last laps to the flag while Pierre, in turn, 
was holding off the challenge of 250 
World Champion, Hakan Andersson. 

Jim Pomeroy, who had steadily 
moved up through the pack, fell victim 
to a transmission stuck in second gear 
and the loss of his rear brake in the last 
ten minutes. Gary Jones blew a head 
gasket. Peter Lamppu and Brad Lackey 
were out before they started with 
Peter's rear wheel breaking and Lackey 
suffering other mechanical ills. 

Husqvarna once again pulled the lead 
from the gate, only this time it was 
Gary Semics who was doing the 
scooting. Semics held off Wolsink for 
one lap but the determined Dutchman 
charged by and began to open a lead by 
lap two with Weinert in third, Bauer in 
fourth and Vehkonen close behind. 

Karsmakers spent two laps in the pits 
to replace a broken throttle cable while 
Tarao Suzuki's Yamaha went sour. Gary 
Jones blew his second head gasket in 
two motos, Lackey returned to 
spectate, and Rich Thorwaldson and 


Mark Blackwell tangled on the sharp 
uphill leading to the back of the course. 
Willi Bauer moved into second at 
midway, followed closely by Andersson 
on a Monoshocker that was beating 
Hakan’s butt to death. The dampening 
was getting progressively worse as the 
track got bumpier. With ten minutes to 
go, Wolsink had his second trans-AMA 
victory wrapped up when one of those 
freak things happened: the bolt in the 
handlebar retaining assembly snapped 
and Wolsink found himself lying on the 
ground watching his victory roar away 
with Bauer’s number on it. Wolsink 
tried to repair the damage, returning to 
the action one lap down, but just 
motored to finish as the front wheel 
didn’t follow the direction of the bars. 
Andersson stayed close to Bauer but 
didn’t really appear to be pressing to 
pass. It seemed that he could have at 
any time. Hakan made the mental error 
of assuming a GP scoring system — best 
time wins in case of tie — instead of the 
Trans-AMA ruling where the highest 
placing in the last moto decides ties. 
Torleif Hansen, Arne Kring and 
Adolf rounded out the top five with 
Weinert, Schutz, Tim Hart (with a 
consistent ride), Vehkonen and Semics 
strung out from sixth to tenth. 
Hakan A. shrugged off the costly 
error as just a part of the racing game 
while Bauer took the victory in stride. 





Wolsink was admittedly mad but 
Jammin' Jimmy just grinned and said, 
‘Tve got my head together now.” 


250 Support Class

Consistent Bryar Holcomb (Bul) put 
together a second and two thirds to pick 
up the overall win in the 250 Support 
Class, while most of the competition 
spent time lying on the ground at 
various points during the action. Rich 
Eierstedt and Billy Grossi made up the 
next two overall riders and Barry 
Higgins (Kaw) returned to the high 
spots (fourth) for the second week in a 
row. 

Rich Eierstedt immediately left the 
rest of the pack to take a four second 
lead at the end of the first lap. He added 
to it for the next four laps until he did 
one of the most spectacular endos of 
the year. It cost Rich the lead and put 
him 45 seconds behind. 

Ron Pomeroy took the lead and held 
it to the finish ahead of Holcomb, Barry 
Higgins, John Borg and Rick Jordan 
with Eierstedt and Grossi Holding sixth 
and seventh. 

Moto two, it was Pomeroy’s turn for 
misfortune. He fouled a plug and spent 
a couple of laps replacing it. Eierstedt, 
meanwhile, found the lead, the fast line 
and held both until the flag. Billy Grossi 
rode to a comfortable second place 
ahead of Holcomb and Higgins. 

Moto three had to be “Get It 
Together Time” for Holcomb, Higgins, 
Eierstedt and Grossi as any number of 
finish combination could decide just 
who would finish where overall. Grossi, 
with the least possible shot at the 
overall win, decided to run and take the 
bucks for the moto win and hope it 
would move him well up in the final 
standings. It worked out just that way 
but Grossi had his hands full during the 
race with Eierstedt and Holcomb.

Pucker up, Honey! We're gonna have some fun

CRC has picked up the two loop 
family enduro concept, refined it, 
and come up with a package 
which guarantees everyone who 
runs it a good time. 

'Fhe idea is to throw an easy first 
loop for the mini-cycles and Power 
Puffs, and then open up a more 
demanding second loop for other riders. 
It worked well for over 400 riders at the 
CRC Pucker Bunny Enduro. 

The first loop was as advertised: 
easy. I heard some complaining from 
some riders about being too easy but 
they tend to forget who the loop was 
laid out for. CRC had four checks on 
the loop to keep everyone honest but 
the placing of three of them left a lot to 
be desired. A secret check is supposed 
to be just that. When riders are hiding 
behind bushes waiting for their number 
to come up, it takes something away 
from an enduro. I talked to CRC about 
it and they agree that it was a mistake 
and will try to hide them a little better 

_ next time. 


That’s one thing that’s good about 
CRC, they are not afraid to take some 
constructive criticism and try to 
improve their events. 


A good number of mini-cycles 
tackled the first loop with most 
finishing. There was one little blonde 
girl about 10 years old on a Yamaha 
Mini 80 doing quite well. I didn’t see 
anyone babysitting her; she was on her 
own. 


The first loop made a big swing 
around the mountains, coming in at the 
Wagon Wheel Cafe (more commonly 
referred to as ''Charlie's Place") and 
then branching down a canyon before 
criss-crossing the easy terrain a number 
of times to get the required mileage. 


Finally, the course crossed the 
railroad tracks right at Trona Road and 
headed down an easy trail into the pits 
where the Powder Puffs and Mini’s 
ended their enduro. Waiting was the 
second loop which I didn't hear anyone 
call too easy or boring. 

CRC kicked up the schedule speeds 
which had everyone hustling to stay on 
time. The loop took off across the 
valley, up a sand canyon, made a big 
loop towards Red Mountain and then

back around to the sand hills. By this 
time, just about everyone was running 
late. There was one small very steep 
uphill which some riders underestimated 
and, consequently, ate it. 

After the uphill, came a fast ride 
before dropping down a twisty canyon 
which, naturally, contained the last 
check of the enduro. Talking to the 
checkers there, they said everyone was 
late. At that time only one rider was 
within one minute of his time. 

Down the canyon and out across the 
valley floor again to the pits marked the 
end of a good, fun ride. Plenty of 
smiling faces around. General consensus 
was that it was a good family enduro. 

I agree. I think CRC has their stuff 
together. They still use those awful 
arrows but what they lack in quality, they 
make up in quantity. Every turn had a 
bunch. The marking was quite good and 
it was obvious they put a lot of work 
into the course. 


CRC, while being a_ so-called 
“promoter” outfit, is not taking your 
money and running. The riders got their 
dollars’ worth. The finishing pms were 
well-done, featuring a pucker bunny and 
a carrot cactus. I’m looking forward to 
the next CRC enduro. .

at Ascot last Friday night. Following his 
close third place finish in the Ascot 
National, Scott held off repeated bids 
by John Hateley to win his second 
Ascot feature of the season. 


It was the first clean sweep for the 
Northwest rider. He won the heat race 
over Mike Kidd from Texas and fast 
improving rookie, Pat McCaul. Gene 
Romero finished fourth, 


The trophy dash found Scott on the 
line as the fourth fastest qualifier. But 
he came on early to turn back Dave 
Aldana and Tom Rockwood to pick up 
the win. Romero was again in fourth. 

Kidd, a one time winner at Ascot last 
season, jumped into the lead at the start 
of the final with Hateley in second. 
Scott was fourth the first two laps, then 
Kidd dropped from first to third on the 
third lap with Hateley taking over and 
Scott passing both McCaul and Kidd to 
move into second place. 

Hateley, bidding for high point 
honors this year, held the lead until the 
eighth lap and then gave way, by inches, 
to the charger from the north. It was a 
two rider race the rest of the way with 
the win going to Scott. 

Romero and Kidd battled for third 
place the last half of the race with the 
'Texan holding until the final few yards. 
It was an official's decision at the line 
that gave third place to Romero by an 
inch or two. 

The high point Expert title will be 
decided on Friday night, Oct. 26th in 
the final race of the season. DeWayne 
Keeter still holds the point lead over 
Hateley, but failed to qualify for the 
dash and finished fifth in the final. It 
will be a Hateley-Keeter showdown on 
the 26th. 

The Junior class again was a show of 
power and ability by the three top dirt 
trackers in the west. John Gennai added 


two more wins to his record and left 
Danny Hockie and Rick Hocking -to 
duel for second place in the final. The 
two rode side by side most of the way, 
changing the position no less than nine 
times before Hockie turned back the 
Fremont flash. 

All three riders won their heat races 
and now all three go into the final night 
on the 26th as contenders for the high 
point Junior for the season. Hocking 
still holds a slim lead with Hockie and 
Gennai in a near tie for second place. 
Gennai is riding a ten-in-arow win 
streak. 

Skip Aksland made it another win 
night in the Novice class, winning both 
the heat and final without a visible 


mistake. His sweep now runs his win 
streak to ten straight heading to the 
final night. Aksland and Tom Berry will 
decide high point Novice honors in the 
last race. Berry pulled a fifth place 
finish this time out and again failed to 
win his heat race. 

On the 26th it will be California 
State Championship time but the Ascot 
people have also added a special “Old 
Timers” race on the half mile that will 
feature such former well known names 
as, Johnny Gibson, Don Hawley, Skip 
Van Leuwen and Ralph White. Size and 
type of machines for this first time 
match race are now being selected. 

Three ranking  non-Californians 
showed up at Ascot this time. Roger 
Crump, the high point Junior in the 
Southwest, ran second in his heat race 
and fifth in the final. 

Jay Ridgeway, from Atlanta, ranked 
as one of the top three Novice riders in 
half mile racing this year, finished 
fourth in his heat race and failed to 
transfer to the Semi. Ed Daley, Tulsa, 
the number one Novice in the 
Southwest, ran fourth in his heat race 
behind Debbie Reon until the final turn 
before taking third place. A sixth in the 
Semi failed to gain him a transfer to the 
Novice final. e

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California Trials Championship 
Round Two—Marland on Montesa

VALENCIA, CAL., OCT. 14 

Marland Whaley (Mon) beat the 
best in California today in the 
State Championship Trials held at 
Indian Dunes. Whaley, finishing in 
front of Mark Eggar (OSS) by a margin 
of eight point, is as good as crowned as 


1973 State Champion. Bernie Schreiber 
(Bul), the rider closest in the year’s 
placings to Whaley finished sixth. 

It was a day of mistakes for Lane 
Leavitt (Bul) considered the best trials 
rider in the country by many people, as 
he failed to even crack the top five 
Masters spots at the Championships.

Courtroom qualifying series 





for future desert riding 





goes into round one in San Diego 


By Luke Potter 


“To say that twenty-five members 
of a small motorcycle club in a 
little town in southern California 
will take-on the might and power 


of the United States government has got 
tobe a little bit ludicrous.” 

Kevin Midlam, spunky attorney who 
bloodied the nose of the Bureau of 
Land Management — the government's 
first string cyclops on the ORV counter 
defensive — in a swift and not so 
decisive court hearing in a San Diego 
federal court, isn't giving out 
complacent quotes in the wake of his 
victory. 

The overnight hero of off-roaders 
following- the case statewide has 
effectively shown BLM that the 12 
million acres of desert land here won't 
be virtually closed off to motorcyclists 
without a fight. 

But he knows this is no time to 
celebrate. Blowing a hole in the 
government's injunction request to halt 
one Oct. 21 race under the skirts of the 
defiant El Cajon Motorcycle Club is no 
reason for widespread optimism. The 
jaws of Phase I of the California Desert 
Plan and accompanying guidelines 
which magnanimously deal out a few 
snitches of desert to motorcyclists while 
padlocking the rest, temporarily, for the 
use of nature lovers and kindly campers 
in Broncos with four, sand-churning 
wheels of drive, are about to close like a 
bear trap on November 1. 

Midlam's overview goes this way: 
“The fact that BLM has incurred a great 
deal of expense putting out maps and 
going all over the state showing the plan 
says that it’s pretty well finalized. There 
are 12 million acres of desert land in the 
state. Organized motorized vehicle 
events can only be held in a handful of 
small areas, an infinitesmal portion of 
that. We’re talking about 485 million 
acres throughout the country and every 
user of the desert including back 
packers, horseback riders, campers, rock 
hounds and anybody else that goes out 
there, even flower snippers. (As new 
portions of the Desert plan go into effect 
over an estimated five-year 
implementation period, more and 
different uses will be affected.) 

“There is no chance of our winning 
this suit in time to change (the Nov. 1 
Desert Plan) guidelines. But we are not 
the only group. There are movements 
throughout the state among other 
off-road users to attempt to keep the 
negotiations open relative to (this 
portion of) the Desert Plan after 
November 1. 

“There are two other cases pending 
and the possibility of more. And BLM 
might get tired of running around the 
country defending itself. There’s a 
remote chance they would voluntarily 
postpone the effective date beyond 
November 1. Or we could show a judge 
that the basis upon which the Desert 
Plan is built is faulty. They’ve had four 
years to justify the position they are 
now taking. It will not be easy to break 
down that justification. But it is my 
feeling it can be done.” 

Midlam isn’t talking about one 
family's objections that their favorite 
scramble-picnic area is being closed, one 


club being restricted to three, rather 
than 14, racing sites or one competitive 
area too small or too short. He is talking 
about some gut constitutional 
questions, the executive powers of 
government chiefs and the small ray of 
hope that is bureaucratic confusion. 

What he’s too discreet to say is that 
at this late date, how in the hell is he 
supposed to change the course of events 
set into final motion by the omnipotent 
Sierra Club and eco-oriented members 
of the President’s Council on 
Environmental Quality, girded by the 
President's own 1972 mandate to to 
regulate ORV’s, and shoved through 
the grinder by efficient, knee-jerk 
bureaucrats while motorcyclists, the 
people who make and repair their 
machines, and everyone else who could 
be directly affected, sat by with their 
keisters on their hands. 

“The biggest problem,” Midlam said, 
"is that the people who utilize these 
vehicles are basically independent. They 
do things on their own. As a result, 
trying to get a cohesive force, uniting all 
types of users, is extremely difficult. 
You're talking about a heavy industry 
and the livelihood of people who repair 
and manufacture all types of machines. 
This represents a substantial interest in 
the gross national product. 

“They are only now becoming aware 
of the total impact of the Desert Plan 
and regulations of these agencies. 
Hopefully, they will unite to protect 
their interest.” 

Midlam’s defense against the 
government’s injunctive lawsuit merely 
snipes at inconsistencies and challenges 
relatively small aspects such as the $1 
user fee. The El Cajon Motorcycle Club 
— refused a permit for an October 21 
race because it hadn’t paid alleged 
damages of $6,900 for a 
race-without-permit it held December 3, 
1972, and threatening to hold a race, 
sans permit once again — hired Midlam 
to fight off the BLM injunction. Midlam 
views it as a skirmish in the war. A 
frontal attack, he says, would involve a 
challenge of all regulations now being 
picked, here and there, from different 
titles of the U.S. Code as exceeding 
Congressional authority given 
administrative agencies to regulate. 

“The agencies have a great deal of 
power, but not total and blanket 
power,” Midlam said. 

This fight would require plenty of 
attorney's time, detailed briefs on 
constitutional questions that will hold a 
federal judge’s attention, and expert 
witnesses addressing themselves from 
the user’s side of the table to ponderous 
ecological, archeological and other kinds 
of logical questions so far being 
answered only at the behest of alert and 
politically savvy environmentalists. 

“The government has archeologists, 
paleontologists and all sorts of egg heads 
out of the big universities who will do 
work almost without compensation. I’ve 
got to combat that,” Midlam said. 

What does this attorney, who doesn’t 


own a motorcycle, has never ridden one 
and gets wobbly at the prospect, see as a 
victory (with or without court 
intervention) for desert users? 

“The ability to meet with these 
people, on equal footing, with regard to 
the drafting of regulations on closure of 
the desert. Sitting down at the 
negotiating table and saying both are in 
status quo, not that the government is 
going to sit there and maybe throw you 
a bone. 

“Right now there’s bad psychology. 
We’re representing motorcyclists, with 
all that conjures in the mind of the 
public, and we’re rushing into the teeth 
of environmentalists who are taking 
their immutable place right beside God, 
motherhood and-the flag," Midlam said. 

The government is in the middle. The 
loudest voice has been from 
environmentalists, who at this stage 
carry all the weight at the polls. The 
government is responding, as best it can. 
Desert racing is one of the most 
conspicuous, large impact activities on 
public lands that hasn't already been 
regulated. 

For whatever reason the September, 
1972, crackdown came, it came down 
directly on the heads of motorcycle 
racers. BLM’s program of “critical 
interim management” pending issuance 
of Desert Plan guidelines, undoubtedly 
precipitated by the President's 
Executive Order (11644) to regulate 
ORV's, would inevitably focus on dirt 
racing. The California Desert Off-Road 
Vehicle Management Plan to go into 
effect next month is an expanded, 
refined version of what's been going on 
since September, a year ago, and loosely 
referred 10 in Sacramento as “the 
organized event plan.” 

Sacramento knows that the vast 
majority of off-road activity comes 
from the weekenders, the unorganized 
users who take to the cowpaths in 
droves. These people couldn’t be 
included in the critical interim 
management becase the rule making was 
makeshift, and the unorganized user 
regulation too complex. But the ORV 
Management Plan is on their case, and 
from behind the big desks in 
Sacramento that’s the most prudent and 
popular place to be. 

It's taken some doing. Government 
codes, drafted for the most part with 
cattlemen and miners in mind, don't 
hand up the specific wording to fit the 
enforcement required from the 
Sacramento viewpoint. 

The basic concept, though 
government attorneys have had some 
trouble getting together on it, is that the 
U.S. Supreme Court has affirmed that 
the U.S. Constitution gives the power to 
Congress to dispose of government 
property (definied here, for example, to 
not include military property). 
Congress, in turn, has enacted Title 43, 
Section 1201 of the U.S. Code, which 
grants the Department of Interior the 
authority to manage the lands. That 
title also directs the Secretary of the 
Interior to prepare management 
regulations. The Interior guy has 
lawfully granted BLM authority to 
manage lands. Here’s where the array of 
regulations come into play. 

The racing permit fee has been 
charged on authority of a camping fee 
code. Midlam hasn’t challenged that one 
and his clients buy the permits. The 
rider fee of $1 gets it authority from 
Section 2920.4 of enforcement 
provisions of the national resource land 
codes. It’s a “rental charge” code 
authorizing BLM to collect rental fees, 
in advance, based on “the fair market 
value of the privileges granted.” 

Midlam, in pre-trial jousting with 
government attorneys, landed a sound 
shot by citing a section of the Land and 
Water Conservation Act, connected, 
unfortunately for Sacramento, quite 
virtually to resource land codes 
containing the “rental charge" stuff. 
This section, entitled “Admission Fees", 
says: 

“Entrance or admission fees shall be 
charged only at designated units of the 
national Park system administered by 
the Department of the Interior and 


national recreation areas administered 
by the Department of Agriculture. No 
admission fees of any kind shall be 
charged or imposed for entrance into 
any other federally owned areas used 
for outdoor recreational purposes." 

Legal brass in Washington during the 
mull and lull of the last few months is 
rumored to have, at one point, agreed 
with the Midlam stand that this code 
ruled out charging the fee. The position 
at BLM has been consolidated, however, 
behind Sacramento's contention that it 
does not. 

There are- endless tangles such as 
these throughout the situation, which 
demands disentanglement, and 
understanding. Midlam, and the El 
Cajon M.C. think tank, is perhaps most 
pissed about the “directives” of State 
BLM Director J.R. Penny. Assuming the 
line of authority outlined above, with 
Penny the chief of the final agency 
endowed with Congressional land 
management powers, the director has 
been requiring clubs to notify police 
before races, take certain safety 
precautions, notify nearby property 
owners, etc. Burton Stanley, BLM 
solicitor, has been quoted as saying, “It 
leaves it in his discretion, As each 
individual situation develops, he could 
impose further appropriate 
restrictions.” 

Here's where Midlam says, “I 
question the manner in which they are 
utilizing the regulations and when they 
become involved with directives. We 
can’t figure out where the line is being 
drawn, which is regulation and which is 
directive. We’re trying to determine what 
the hell they're relying on with a few of 
these matters. Administrative agencies 
are empowered to pass regulations. But 
these regulations cannot exceed 
the authority given to the agency by the 
underlying statute of Congress. When 
the authority is exceeded, if it is, the 
executive branch of government begins 
to infringe on legislative or judicial 
functions. At what point does an 
executive act become an arbitrary 
action?" 

The El Cajon club has refused to pay 
the $6,963 damages imposed by Penny 
after the club refused to rake up desert 
disturbed by last year's Yuha Desert 
race. The club refused partially because 
it didn't like the 25-some newspaper 
blasts BLM put out against ORV's while 
the club was at the conference table, 
and in part, probably at the advice of its 
attorney. 

The San Diego federal judge has 
ruled on October 9 that BLM couldn't 
hold up the October 21 race because the 
club hadn't paid the damages, as long as 
the bikers posted a bond and got a 
permit. 

It didn't take long for the judge to 
see through the government's 
contention that damages were due for 
the 1972 race, and that an injunction 
should be issued to halt this race 
because it would cause ireeparable 
damage. The government was forced to 
say "irreparable" to justify the request 
for the extraordinary remedy of the 
injunction, 

Midlam argued that it was plainly 
inconsistent for BLM to say it has 
assessed damages to the desert at $6,963 
for one race, but predicted 
“irreparable” damage from the pending, 
nearly identical, race. 

There are skirmishes ahead, and 
perhaps the war. Sources indicated that 
BLM is trying to build a fund at the 
treasury for the permit and user fees 
being collected. When BLM attorneys 
find out about it, they’re likely to balk 
because it’s not an altogether kosher 
practice. The funds, of course, are 
rumored to be for the BLM cops to 
enforce the regulations. 

And then there’s the Organic Act, a 
smooth-running piece of legislation in 
Congress this session that would, among 
a myriad of other things, give BLM 
police powers and make infractions of 
its regulations a crime of the 
misdemeanor variety.

A moderate turnout and an 
attrition rate that would have 
done Daytona proud produced 
rather sparse finishing fields at 
today's CMC/Manning  racing/OCIR 
road race. 

Flem Juliussen (Kaw) appeared to be 
a fading second in the 100cc GP race 
until the competition's machinery got a 
bad case of the blahs. Since Rob 
Crecelius (Kaw, too) couldn't catch 
Flem, who won. 

After that it was time for the Kevin 
Stafford show, starring “Kenny” (as the 
announcer kept calling him) himself. 
Kevin started in front of the combined 
field of 200 and 125 machinery on his 
125 Yamaha. He stayed in front for the 
distance. John Lassak (Yam) was 
second. First Junior in the 125 class was 
Jeff Shetler (Yam), who finished about 
third overall in only about his fourth 
road race. Al Nowocinski (yeah, Yam) 
was second Junior. The 125's are faster 
than the 200's because Yamaha makes a 
spiffy little production racer. Breaking 
up the 125's was the first 200, straddled 
by Jay Young (Suz). 

The second half of the Kevin 
Stafford show was also brought to you by 
Yamaha. Kevin never looked threatened 
in the 250 GP race after Larry Bishop 
(Yam, natch), who's only a Junior, 
outbraked both Kevin and himself into 
the first turn. Larry had to use. that 
extra bit of straight so thoughtfully 
provided by OCIR, and, in so doing, lost 
several spots. He worked back up to 
second, but Stafford looked like he 
didn't want to fool around anymore. 
Kevin finished with a comfortable lead. 
Second Junior, who held second while 
Bishop was messing around off-course, 
was Harry Klinzman (more Yam). 

After that Rudy Galindo had a 
walk-away in the first six laps of the 
350 GP event. When Rudy broke his 
chain, Bob Crossman showed that the 
first ones now shall later be passed as he 
went on to win soundly. Waldemar 
Karpynec was the first Junior and like 
everyone else was riding a (Yam). 
Maybe not everyone; John Lassak had 
the audacity to finish as second Junior 
on a Kawasaki. 

If you were down in the tower turn 
during the Lightweight (0-200)

Bob Endicott howled off to win the 
Open GP race from Rudy Galindo 
who’d put on a new chain, enabling him 
to finish second. Open Junior was won

ACA Carlsbad Roadie

CARLSBAD, CAL., OCT. 7 


Mostly because of expense GP 
racing is declining in Southern 
California road racing. But the fall 
of GP bikes has meant the rise of 


production racing, and today’s race 
looked like it was going to be a 
humdinger. 

George Roche had spent the previous 
week calling every fast rider with an 
Open Production class ride in an effort 
to build a big field for today’s ACA race 
at Carlsbad. He was successful in the 
best way. The super riders like Steve 
McLaughlin and Reg Pridmore didn’t 
come, but about half a dozen riders who 
were capable of winning turned up with 
their hot street iron, any one of them 
could win — although Roche would 
have to be picked as the favorite. 

Carlsbad scares a lot of riders away 
because it is bumpy, dirty, narrow, 
slippery, dangerous, and not at all 
glamorous. But in spite of all its faults, 
Carlsbad is fun. It’s particularly fun if 
you're into big heavy production bikes 
which are a unique sort of experience to 
wiggle, slide, wobble, and bounce 
through the back section of the course. 
The back section of the course is capped 
by wheelie hill and a hairpin. Today the 
exit of hairpin was lined with drifted 
sand, an excuse to do some flashy 
fishtails as you got onto the straight. 


There were seven guys who could 
win the Open Production race when 
practice started. At the end of practice 
there were still seven guys but only four 
of their motorcycles still worked. Two 
of the remaining quartet came to grief 
during the heavyweight GP race which 
was a runaway win for Whitney 
Blakeslee (Kaw) on his trailbike turned 
road racer from Anza Cycles. He was 
harried for a little while by Lee Fleming 
who retired with muscle cramps left 
over from a recent crash at Riverside. 
Lee parked his Honda 750 after the GP 
race and passed on the Production race. 
The GP race also saw Mike Parriot come 
up short of brakes on his Honda 750 
and stack himself up in the corner of 
the guard rail in the first turn. He 
eventually walked away after the race 
was black-flagged. 


That left two riders and the big show 
was reduced to nothing. George Roche 
had an easy win from Blakeslee in the 
Production race. It was Blakeslee’s first 
ride on a big production bike, a 903 
Kawasaki. “It reminds me of TT,” said 
Whitney. 


Behind them Dick Kilgroe motored 
through the pack for the 500 win on a 
bike he put together just before practice 
(while he wasn’t helping several other 
guys sort theirs out) to work up to 
third. Dale McCreary just missed the 
third spot but took the 350 victory. 

Wally Karpynec did better than 
anybody today. He took the win in the 
250 and 350 Junior GP classes, and I 
thought that he won the 250 
Production class as well. But he must 
have had problems at the end because 
he’s scored as fourth with Ronald White 
winning. Second in the 250 Junior class 
was noted motocrosser Ray Topham, 
riding Whitney Blakeslee’s Anza Cycle’s 
Big Horn. Ray made only a fair start 
and had to work his way up to second 
in front of Harry Klinzmann. Mike 
Baeder managed his usual pair of wins in 
the 125 classes (Junior and Production) 
aboard his Yamaha. John Holland was 
100 Junior winner, holding down 
second place Ken Ruminer. Dennis 
Ruminer finished fourth but won the 
100 Production class on the same 
Honda. 

The ACA’s next race is at Carlsbad. 
It’s going to be a bucks event with $300 
available to winners. e

The main talking point lately has 
obviously been the winning of the 
World Championship in Poland, in front 
of 100,000 wildly enthusiastic Poles, by 
the little fancied Jerzy  Szczakiel. 
Szczakiel only came in at the last 
moment as the last Polish qualifier for 
the final and the Poles fully expected 
their number one rider, Zenon Plech, to 
be the one to carry off the World 
Championship on home territory. 

It seems common knowledge in 
Poland that  Szczakiel is generally 
known as “The Rider Without a Head", 
although, over the years that I have 
been competing in World 
Championships, I have yet to see a rider 
who has no head put together five good 
rides as Szczakiel did, plus a.run-off 
with the much more experienced Ivan 
Mauger. Also he was calm enough to 
jump the start on Ivan and was bright 
enough, in the afternoon, to notice that 
Ivan was doing his passing on the 
outside, so in the run-off he always 
entered the corners wide to keep Ivan 
up the inside and then promptly closed 
the -gap! Personally, I think that if Ivan 
had cooled it for another lap, he would 
have beaten Szczakiel. 

In the World Team Cup final in 
Wembley, two weeks later, there was 
talk that Szczakiel would not be 
competing, but in the practices on 
Thursday, sure enough, he was there. 
On the demanding circuit at Wembley 
he was experiencing trouble with the 
tight corners, the same as other Eastern 
riders, and he had an unfortunate crash 
with his teammate, Jan Mucha, which 
left Mucha with a badly cut calf muscle 
and Szczakiel with a completely written 
off bike. 

The most amazing fact is that, for 
years, the Polish State has poured 
thousands and thousands of dollars into 
Speedway with the ultimate aim of 
producing their own World Champion 
and there was their World Champion, in 
his first western European race since 
being crowned Champion without a 
spare motorcycle and nobody appearing 
io worry too much. I finally got him 
sorted out with a frame for the 
Saturday night but, unfortunately, he 
failed to score in his three races. | do 
hope, for his own sake, that in the next 
year he starts to live up to the title of 


World Champion. At the moment, he- 


even seems embarrassed to be known as 
the World Champion. 








I think there is a lot to be said for 
the way in which the American AMA 
Champion is arrived at. Speedway could 
do with a mini version of your scoring 
system, although this would cut out the 
great spectacle of the World 
Championship where you can see the 
title decided in just one night. I cannot 
remember the exact year, but sometime 
in the thirties, Jack Milne of California 
won all his races in. the World 
Championship at Wembley but was still 
not crowned Champion because of a 
complicated bonus system before the 
final meeting. 

So Kenny Roberts is your new 
American National Champion. I am sure 
that he is the best all round racing 
motorcyclist anywhere in the world. He 
is equally at home in Madison Square 
Garden, on a mile dirt track or the 
Daytona Speedway. It is a shame that it 
is not generally known, outside their 
own country, how good these top AMA 
boys really are, Unfortunately the only 
type of racing that is the same as 
anywhere else in the world is your road 
racing, and they have proved in the 
Anglo-American Match Race series here 
in England that they can foot it with 
the best in Europe. 


Last week I raced in the 
Czechoslovakian Gold Helmet at 
Pardubice. It was the first time in twelve 
years that a Czech has won the final 
and, with Scott Autrey in the field, it's 
the first time an American has 
competed in the race. At the 
presentation of the riders to the public 
at the beginning of the meeting, he had 
us in stitches of laughter with his 
comments on the bike the Czechs had 
loaned him for this meeting. Probably 
the best one being, *My racer is a real 
sleeper, man." On the small track in 
Prague, Scott beat the best 
Czechoslovakian rider in a great race 
and, I am sure if he stays in Europe for 
the next couple of years he will be a real 


World Championship contender. | am 


sure he enjoyed his trip to 
Czechoslovakia as the English 
interpreter was a good looking 


nineteen-year-old girl. | have never seen 
a rider with so many interpreting 
problems, he was constantly by her 
side! 

Hoping to see you all if we are 
invited to California to race at Costa 
Mesa, etc. See you.

Bill Cody and 
Mike Curoso are in with 23 each. 

With a total of 18 a three-way tie 
exists between Mike Konle, Dubb 
Ferrell and Steve Gresham. That fills the 
top nine spots. Sonny Nutter, Scott 
Sivadge and Danny Becker have 17 
points, followed by the highest 
Northern California rider, Rich 
McMurray, at 16. Rounding out the last 
three spots there are Sumner McKnight, 
Don Cullum and Guy Waterson which 
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Steve Gresham heads Dave Calvin and Sonny Nutter at Irwindale. 





gives us the field for the top 16 riders of 
the year. There are three guys tied for 
the reserve spot, Jeff Sexton, Ed 
Williams and John Cunningham. 

If all this information has you 
confused, it boils down to this: 

At each race all season, a rider earns 
points for the finishing spot in each 
race. The top 32 riders were put into 
two groups of 16 each, odds and evens 
as determined by their points.. Each 
rider rode two of the four rounds of 
qualifying and again points were added 
up to give us a list of the top 16 riders 
in the spot, and that is what all the 
above points information is about. On 
the 26th of this month only the very 
best riders will be on the line trying to 
earn the title of the U.S. National 
Speedway Champion. 


COSTA MESA, OCT. 12 


It’s not bad enough that the world is 
in a political uproar, even the sport of 
Speedway was hit once again last 
weekend. Manfred Poschenrieder was to 
ride this past Friday night at Costa 
Mesa, but was told by the FIM through 
the American office of the AMA that as 
a member of the FIM he could not ride 
because they did not recognize the SRA 
as a legal sanction, even though the SRA 
sanctions all speedway events in the 
United States. 

About the only thing on the track 
that night from Germany was a new 
design in speedway motors. Test rides 
were taken in actual competition by Bill 
Cody, Rick Woods and Steve Bast. It’s 
too soon to say whether it will be 
competitive, but the American trio were 
noticeably impressed. 





Only two. nights left at Costa Mesa 
for the 1973 season, the 19th of 
October will be the. last regularly 
sanctioned. speedway- -show -at the 
fairgrounds,. followed on the 26th with 
race of the year a chárice to earn the 
title of Mr. Speedway, the United States 
National Speedway Champion. 


It may be the end of the season, but 
Les Chanky proved it's not too late to 
win a main event. He did just that in the 
Handicap Main event for the first time 
this season. Les is one of the 
unfortunate group that earned too few 
points in the qualifying rounds, so he 
will not be in competition in the U.S. 
finals. 


As he has so many times this year, 
Mike Bast once again ran away with the 
Scratch Main event to give him a 
unprecedented 32 victories in scratch 
race competition, 


Bother Steve failed to earn a ride in 
either main event when the throttle on 
the German speedway bike that be was 
testing stuck open, causing him to 
throw it down as a safety measure on 
the front straightaway rather then 
trying to ride it through the turns. The 
four flagmen in the corners ran to his 
assistance trying to bring the 
doughnut-spinning mount to a halt. The 
bike successfully dragged them around 
even though the spark plug wire had 
been pulled. It seems that Steve had 
added just a little too much nitro to the 
fuel mixture and the engine was running 
somehwat like a model airplane engine 
does on a glow plug.

Motorcycle comparison tests often 
turn out as patchwork collections 
of opinions on bikes that may or 


may not 


depending upon the testers' attitudes on 
what the machines should offer. 
Motorcycles for combined street and 
trail use have proven quite popular with 
the growning number of 
moto-recreationists in America. The 
on/off-road bikes fill the gap between 
highway transportation machines and 
the highly specialized competition dirt 
bikes. 


To participate seriously in each 
category of the motorcycling sport, 
from touring to observed trials, would 
require at least eight motorcycles and a 
sizeable bank account. For the less 
enthusiastic or more improverished 
recreational rider, dual purpose 
motorcycles are the answer. The 
question before the potential buyer is, 
which machine offers the best balance 


be 


comparable, 


of compromises for the usage he 
intends. Will it be ridden on the road 
twenty percent of the time, or eighty 
percent? Will it be expected to perform 
considerable night time duty? Should it 
be easy to handle it tight, wooded trails 
or in powdery desert expanses? Should 
it be easy to repair if you’re a hundred 
miles from everywhere and never used a 
screwdriver? 

Yamaha has sold what seems like 
several million of the DT series, so there 
is little doubt about the size of the 
market. Montesa has approached the 
double duty requirements more 
cautiously, but has now bowed to the 
Japanese stimulus for tidyness by 
offering oil injection for the first time. 
They have not yet included the feature 
of primary kick starting. One suspects 
they’re going slow as they test the 


market reaction to the new model. At 
the same time, the Montesa offers more 
serious enduro goodies than the Yamaha 
— including a chain tensioner, fork 
gaiters, knobby tires, folding footpegs 
and instruments encased in rubber 
molding. The Spaniard also has 
well-designed luggage rack on the rear 
fender, a handy spot to accomodate 
extra tools, a sleeping bag or a cask of 
rum, The seat, however, has padding 
only marginally more resilient than the 
luggage rack. 

The Yamaha has an upswept exhaust 
system, out of the way of everything 
except the rear tire. Eyeball 
measurements indicate that mounting a 
large knobby would require the use of a 
hammer. (The Yamaha is fitted with 
trials universal tires.) Montesa has 
chosen, or used a downpipe 
arrangement, which leaves much of the 
expansion chamber exposed to rocks 
and logs. There is a fiberglass bash plate 
covering the lowermost extremities. 

The engines, both piston-port singles, 
are dissimilar in many respects. With a 
compression ratio of only 6.8:1, the 
Yamaha still exhibits a slimmer power 
band than the Montesa, which is rated 
at 10:1. The Montesa engine is basically 
identical to their VR motocross 
powerplant, with smaller. carburetor, 
longer piston skirt and lower 
compression the only real differences. 
On acceleration the Yamaha is 
marginally faster than the-Montesa but 
the Scorpion has a taller-than-necessary 
final drive ratio, presumably for 
highway riding. The  countershaft 
sprocket could use a tooth less. The 
Yamaha transmission shifted more 
positively than the Montesa’s did. 





Although the Yamaha has slightly 
more wheelbase, (55.7” to 55.2”), the 
Montesa is more proficient in high speed 
handling. In part it’s a result of the 
knobbed tires, but there also seems to 
be more motocross heritage lurking 
behind the Montesa’s street legal 
hardware. The swing arm angle doesn’t 
look right, nor do the rear shocks, 
which are canted inboard at the top. 
But the Montesa maintains its delivery

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of power to the ground in rough 
terrain with less complaint than the 
Yamaha. Again, the tires make a 
considerable difference, but the Yamaha 
seems to develop its most torque at 
higher RPM. The Montesa employs a 
cable operated rear brake and the 
Yamaha uses a full floating, rod 
actuated system. 

Neither machine was spot on in the 
suspension department; the Montesa 
was too soft at both ends under heavy 
going, and the Yamaha units were too 
stiff. A competition rider would have to 
experiment with fork oil and spring 
rates on either machine. The Montesa 
has nicely polished Akront aluminum 
rims, which attract mud, and the 
Yamaha still has street-type steel rims, 
which adds unsprung weight. 

In attempting to define the two 
machines, in terms of their relative 
merits and weaknesses, we concluded 
that the Montesa would make a more 
acceptable off-road machine, used only 
occasionally on the pavement byways; 
and that the Yamaha would be more 
efficient on the roads, with occasional 
medium-speed forays into the boonies. 
Of course either machine could be 
altered in either direction, but extensive

modifications would only bring them 
closer to more specialized machines at 
either end of the spectrum. There are 
better enduro machines that are just 
narrowly street legal, as well as better 
highway mounts that are only barely 
manageable in the dirt. 

Whether or not the market for this 
type motorcycle continues to grow 
remains to be seen. At the mercy of an 
already unstable economy, dealers may 
find customers spending their bucks for 
more specialized bikes for road or trail. 
On the other hand, riders who require 
both on and off-road mobility, but are 
unable to afford two motorcycles, will 
choose the most appropriate 
compromise for their individual needs. 

The technology inspired by big 
bucks motocross is slowly filtering 
down to the dual purpose production 
machines, but even more weight saving 
should become a higher priority. Both 
these machines weigh in at over 250 
pounds, and enduros aren't a lot of fun 
if the machine is more of a struggle than 
the terrain. But for the primarily 
recreational rider, both the Yamaha and 
Montesa have some neat features to 
offer, and both would seem to deserve 
high marks on the reliability scale. e

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mileage, and a bit of high speed 
“woblow” (woblow is the state that you 
reach when you’re between wallow and 
wobble). We weren’t the only ones to be 
dissatified with some aspects of the S-2 
and, on the way to producing the S-3, 
Kawasaki stopped by Belfast, Ireland 
and had a chat with Dr. Gordon Blair 
and his computer at Queen’s University. 
Blair is considered by many to be the 
world’s foremost expert on two stroke 
engines and Kawasaki looked to him for 
answers to the 350’s engine problems. 

Blair’s answer, based on the 350, was 
four millimeters more bore . and 
redesigned transfer ports. The most 
radical change when you ride the bike is 
in the power curve. The “huge lump” 
we commented on last year is no where 
to be found, Power now starts in the 
neighborhood of 3000 RPM and goes to 
just under the 8,500 RPM redline. 
Throughout the RPM range there are no 
jolts, no surprises. Power just flows out 
as you twist the throttle. The increase is 
smooth and constant. 

Even if Blair had done nothing else, the 
improvement in power characteristics 
would have made the design changes 
worthwhile. Maybe that’s just as well, 
too, because the other changes aren’t as 
radical. The bike has been smoothed out 
so that vibration was never annoying 
except in the left passenger’s peg. Part 
of the reason for the improvement in 
vibration control is the rubber mounted 
engine. The 1972 Kawasaki road racers 
were the first Kawasakis we're aware of 
that included the rubber mounted 
engine. Yvon must have liked it because 
most of the 1974 line of street bikes 
includes the feature. 

One thing that hasn't been fixed is 
the wretched gas mileage. Last year's 
mileage figures (26 MPG) match this 
year's (23-28 MPH). The new gas tank, 
which follows the lines of the ‘73 500 
triple, holds enough of the precious stuff 
to get you between 77 and 84 miles 
before it is time to reach for the petcock 
and head for a gas station. The gas 
mileage is worse than what is obtainable 
from either the 500 or 750 triples that 
we've tested. You can nurse 32 MPG 
from the 750 and almost 40 MPG from 
the 500, but not even Florence 
Nightingale could nurse 30 MPG from the 
400. 

Although the 400 shares 52.3mm 
stroke with the 350, it doesn't have any 
parts in common. The heads and barrels 
are obviously different. The 400 has 
square heads and barrels. Bolted to 
them are new cases which house a new 
crankshaft. The carbs, too, have new 
part numbers. 

Is it faster than the 350? Not a lot. It 
still isn't as fast as a good Yamaha 
RD-350, but it's faster than, say, a 
Honda 350 four. It accelerates briskly 
and easily because of the wide, 
easy-to-get-along-with power band. We 
noticed a gap between first and second 
last year. We didn’t notice it this year. 
This year there seems to be an 
automatic stop at neutral. The stop 
functioned when the bike was standing 
still. Neutral finding was a sure thing. 
Elsewhere, however, could be found a 
blank spot in the gear box that turned 
up occasionally when one was trying to 
make a fast gear change. We missed 
gears enough that it came to our 
attention, We wouldn't call it a problem 
of any importance. Otherwise the five 
speed gearbox was flawless; it was slick, 
and required little lever travel or 
pressure. Six speeds seem to be in 
vogue, but the five speed didn’t 
cramp the S-3’s style. The single big 
advantage of a six speed would be that 
an additional gear on top could act as an 
overdrive and bring gas mileage up to 
somewhere in the ball park. At present 
the engine turns about 6,000 RPM at 
freeway speeds. 

One of the nicest characteristics of 
the S-3 was its starting. Unless you’d 
done something horrendously wrong, it 
always started with one kick. The lever 
that operated the starting plungers 
(chokes) is mounted on the left 
handlebar. The kick starter has finally 
been designed so that it gets out of the 
way when not in use. Some of the older 
triples were stuck with a kick start lever 
that rubbed against your leg while 
riding. The lever on the S-3 folds 
forward and in to the point where it's 
almost under the gas tank. The engine 
warmed up quickly. 





The plugs seemed to load up slightly 
in around-town riding, and the bike 
missed slightly when you got on the 
freeway or wicked it up on the highway. 
The missing only occured when you 
started working it at a higher RPM level 
under greater load and stopped when 
the plugs cleared off. We tried using 
regular gas but it didn't make any 
difference. The plugs never actually 
fouled completely. Using the “K-2” oil 
supplied by Kawasaki with the bike, the 
S-3 smoked more than we liked. 

Even riding two-up, the 400 was 
more than capable of holding its own in 
fast freeway traffic. Top speed is about 
100. While it functions well at high 
speed, comfort is somewhat lacking. 
The worst thing was the grips which 
present no problem on other bikes. The 
Kawasaki grips are shouldered at the 
outside end, and this shoulder, because 
of the angle of the S-3’s bars, digs into 
the heel of your hand. After awhile 
it gets painful. 

Ride was about average. That is, it 
was comfortable unless nine Open Class 
motocrossers had used your back for 
traction in the last moto of the previous 
day. In that case it felt a bit stiff. 

The bars and seat were OK, but 
could be improved. The way the bars 
sweep back was uncomfortable even 
without the grips, and the bars were 
slightly high for high speed (80 MPH) or 
riding into a head wind. The long, 
upswept seat accommodates two persons 
well, but it does get hard faster than we 
like. 

The S-3 isn't of the strictly touring 
genre. Gas mileage and long-term 
comfort aren’t in the ball park. It will, 
however, give good service to the guy 
who rides it day in and day out and 
decides to go visit his girlfriend in 
Poughkeepsie. 

As a day-in-er and day-out-er, the 
400 Kawasaki will function just fine. We 
put about 1300 miles on it and never 
had any problems. We were thinking 
about adjusting the chain when we 
returned the bike. The ignition is 
triggered by points, so that will require 
some fussing. The same set of spark 
plugs stayed in the bike during the 
entire test. 

By way of something going wrong, 
the best we can do is the front brake. 
Despite 250 miles of considerate 
break-in, the disc emerged from its first 
encounter with a mountain road with a 
severe squeak, The squeak stayed with 
the bike for the rest of the test. It may 
have needed more bedding-in, but we 
felt that what it got should have been 
enough. Both brakes were properly 
strong once they had bedded in. The 
front brake felt weak at first, but as it 
got some use it became stronger. The 
cable operated rear brake never gave us 
any trouble and needed adjustment only 
once. It incorporates a pointer on the 
cam activating arm that tells you when 
to replace the shoes. 

Mountain roads didn’t produce any 
other complaints. Basic handling is at 
least as good as the S-2’s. The S-2’s was 
excellent. We never found a 
combination that would make the 400 
wobble or wallow. There was a hint of 
oscillation in some turns, but it 
remained latent. We never needed the 
steering damper that it doesn't have. 

Ground clearance, as with the 350, 
was sufficient. We could touch down, 
but it was never any sort of problem. 

The Yokohama tires, a 350-18 at the 
rear and a 325-18 rib at the front, 
seemed hard and wore well, but didn't 
give all the grip that we might have 
liked. It seems that you get your choice 
with tires, long life or adhesion. 


Like all 1974 bikes, the S-3 has all 
the handlebar switches labeled as 
required by the Department of 
Transportation. The knob on the 
high-low beam switch broke off and 
disappeared one day. We don’t know if 
that’s going to be a problem or not. We 
suspect ours was a fluke. The lights 
worked well enough, but as the Yamaha 
750 proved, they can be better. 

The gas cap, too, has been fit for a 
Fed. It has been lowered and is hinged 
at the back. You’re less likely to leave 
some of your vitals hanging on it if you 
stop suddenly, like against a Greyhound 
bus. The gas cap doesn’t lock, but the 
seat does. 

What you have here is something that 
settles between the Yamaha RD-350

and the Honda 350 Four. The Kawasaki 
400 is a bike for every day, if the day is 
a working day and you have to drive 
downtown, if the day is spent romping in 
the mountains, or if the day is stretched 
between Flagstaff and Albuquerque 
with plenty of time (and lots of open 
gas stations) to get there. It's enough 
motorcycle to go touring, but it's not 
too much to go shopping. Maybe 
Gordon Blair or his computer thought 
of that, too. a

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CHECK CHASE: FISHBACK WINS THE RUN TO THE RIVER 


Jim Fishback was the first to catch the checks.

It started out to be a bad day for 
Jim Fishback. He got a pretty 
good start in the 1973 running of 
the Check Chase, but he didn’t 


have his goggles on properly and when 
he looked to see who was behind him 
at the bomb the goggles blew off. Jim is 
smart enough to know he couldn’t make 
the 214 miles from Soggy Dry Lake to 
Parker without his goggles, so he went 
back after them. This involved two 
tricks: first find them and second stop, 
pick them up and put them on without 
being run down by the 1,100 riders 


behind him. 

By gas one Fishback, today mounted 
on the 400 (CZ bearing heavyweight 
number 1468, had moved back into 
third place behind Tom Smith (Yam) 
and second place Mitch Mayes (Hus). 

Smith continued to lead for another 
twenty miles or so, dicing with Mayes. 
For about three miles the pair actually 
ran side by side, but Mitch finally got

ahead and began drawing away. But 
Fishback was still behind the pair and 
determined to win this one. Smith later 
said that Fishback went by him like he 
was standing still. Once by the pair, Jim 
began stretching his lead and spectators 
reported that he was sq excited that he 
popped a wheelie everytime he saw 
somebody who would look his way. He 
started running out of steam by gas 
three. The race was long this year and 
tough. Between two and three is a soda 
lake where you have to stay right in the 
groove or your bike will bury itself. 
After slogging through what feels like 
quicksand, if you were lucky enough to 
get through without seizing, you arrive 
at the sand dunes. If you didn’t seize 
there you should give your tuner a big 
kiss. Lots of people fried their pistons 
on the lake or in the following dunes. 








If you are cursing the Checkers for 
running you through it, bear in mind 
that the shortest way around the lake is 
ten miles and the dunes at that end are 
much larger. After plowing through that 
mess and clawing his way the other 28 
miles into gas three, Jim was ready to 
pack it in. His hands were so tired that 
he couldn't really race but he still had 
enough energy to make it to his pits 
where he could lie in the shade and 
guzzle Gatorade. Only when he arrived 
some smart-aleck told him they heard 
over Rescue Three's radio that he had a 
four minute lead. He really had to go 
on, didn't he? 

Coming out of gas four at Vidal there 
is a nice long smooth sandwash and at 
the end,Eureka! The river, a stretch of 
pavement and a bridge which must be 
the last leg. Well, Jim collided with a 
sidehack right off the start last year, so 
he couldn't be expected to know about 
the finish, could he? When he got to the 
smiling Checkers at the bridge, fully 
expecting to be congratulated for 
winning, he found that he had not yet 
reached the end of the trip. 

“How much farther,” he groaned? 
“Another 48 miles," was the answer. 
Jim blistered his hands and was too 
tired to talk when he reached the finish 
line, but he had increased his lead 
enough to take first overall by a full 
fifteen minutes. 

Perhaps the lovely wet weather and 
resultant traction had something to do 
with last year's enthusiastic riders. At 
The Downhill, about twenty miles from 
the finish, last year's contestants were 
yelling and clowning and telling the 
Checkers what a terrific race they had. 
This year it was hot and dusty, and, 
although the course was marked so well 
that a blind man could have followed it, 
nobody had anything nice to say to the 
Checkers. It wasn’t that they were mad 
or upset about the race; they just didn’t 
have enough energy to open their 
mouth. 

Checkers sincerely hope everybody 
enjoyed this River Run. It may be the 
last. You see, Ron Sloan, our resident 
diplomat had to go all the way to 
Washington D.C. in order to obtain 
permission for us to cross the Marine 
base. That is that little parcel of land 
between gas one and two which extends 
for something like a million acres. There 
isn't much way to get around it. Now in 
order to obtain permission to pass, 
Checkers gave their word that they 
would have each rider sign a waiver for 
the Marines. And they did. Only some 
clowns burned about 800 of them. Very

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funny joke. Better not tell your friends 
about the cool trick you played on the 
Checkers, fella. I understand there is a 
price on your head. 

The course was considerably longer 
this year, about forty miles. The 
railroad (understandably) didn't want us 
to cross the track, so the course was 
re-routed on Tuesday with a great deal 
of cooperation from the Riverside office 
of the BLM, and the race continued on 
schedule. 

Tom Smith had the lead for about 
sixty miles, but as last year, Tom ended 
up second. Do you suppose that is some 
sort of record, being second overall at 
Check Chase two years in a row? Mayes 
had lost the lower end and was out of 
the race when Smith reached the 
dreaded Cadiz Lake and Smith was back 
in second place. He didn’t get too far 
into the lake when the Yamaha seized 
and third-running A.C. Bakken roared 
by, grinning and waving. A.C. made it 
another 300 yards before his Husky 
seized. When Tom got things rolling 
again he passed A.C., grinning and 
waving in his turn, only to seize again a 
few yards farther. A.C. never did get the 
Husky running again, but Tom got the 
Yammy going and, after sticking it 
twice more on the sand dunes, finished 
second with a fifteen minute lead over 
third place Gene Cannady. 

Cannady showed up today wearing 
all that bright green Kawasaki garb, but 
the bike looked suspiciously like a 
Honda. Gene said it was a new 350 
four-stroke “mostly standard." It sure 
looked heavy, but it sure did take third 
overall and first four-stroke. 

Art Knapp should receive a trophy 
for being the finisher with the most 
problems. Art lost his rear shocks at 
check two. One of the shocks broke 
right in half, Shortly after the check he 
looked down to see what all the racket 
was and there was his coil, banging 
against the cases. Then he lost fourth 
gear. But that was all right because his 
header pipe broke and he was able to 
use fifth gear instead. The front end was 
now taking all the pounding (or that 
which was not being absorbed by the 
rear portion of Art’s anatomy), and the 
vibration caused the cross bar on his 
handlebars to come adrift. It flew off, 
hitting him in the chest on its way by. 
All this time Art was praying that 
something in the engine would stop so 
he could quit. No such luck. Art was 
doomed to finish the race, taking 11th 
overall. Then he had the nerve to say, 
with a completely straight face, “Great 
race, the course was fantastic.” 

Well, lots of people did worse. For 
those who didn’t know, Tom Brooks 
damaged some knee parts a few weeks 
ago, had surgery and is now hobbling 
around on crutches. That’s why you 
didn’t see him out on the course. 
Brother Cordis is also suffering knee 
problems, although not so serious as 
Tom’s. Cordis just rides with a brace on 
his knee. But he didn’t do too well 
today, either. His 175 Bultaco spit its 
chain off and when Cordis had repaired 
it he discovered that that was only a 
symptom —- the bike wouldn't run 
anyway. The engine made noise all 
right, but no go. 

Mark Adent, unwilling to ride 190 
miles or so and then have problems has 
the honor of being the first contender 
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to retire. He made it almost to the 
bomb before he got his flat, then he hit 
a rut, rock or ditch and broke the 
crown. He figured he should quit before 
he did any serious damage. 


Winner for two years running, Larry 
Pfutzenreuter had an awful day. For the 
first time in the history of the world 
Larry's Bul wouldn't start. He says he 
came off the line 999th. He worked up 
to fourteenth by the first gas and near 
the third was in fourth place with 
second and third in sight when he got a 
big stick poked through his tire. With no 
spare, Larry dropped out of the race. 
“Just when I was starting to like it, 
too.” 

That it was a difficult race is evident 
in the fact that out of approximately 
1100 starters there were only 295 
finishers, less than one third. And all of 
those finishers were too tired to talk 
when they crossed the line. Even the 
youngsters just wanted some place to sit 
down and rest and have something cool 
to drink. 

For those of you who think it was 
too rough: Cute little Cathy Anglin 
brought her DKW across the finish line 
222nd for first (and only) girl and 
fourteen-year old Doug Martin, who got 
his first Novice transfer at Check Chase 
last year, took first Trail Amateur and 
second overall trailbike today for his 
first Amateur transfer. And this was his 
first Amateur ride. Gee, Doug, is it 
going to be another year before you 
have your first Expert ride? Rough 
course, huh? 

There is a limit to how much space a 
paper can devote to one race and of 
course even I can’t find out everything 
that happened, even if there was room 
for all of it. However, it really would be 
a shame not to mention Mike Marsh 
(Hus) who was in fourth place for most 
of the race, including the finish. Fourth 
place in the Check Chase is really 
something to crow about — especially if, 
like Mike, you are an Amateur. 

Thirty-third overall isn’t too bad, 
either. For a Novice. Yes, Bob Balentine 
rode his Yamaha in for 33rd overall and 
he really had to fly to do it, because he 
gave all the Experts and Amateurs a 
head start. 

There were sidehacks out today and 
two of them actually beat the solo bikes 
into check one, but they didn’t make it 
all the way to the river. Checkers cut 
them off when it started getting dark, 
but Ralph Whitney and Russ Jones, 
riding a 650 BSA led the hack race all 
the way to Check 4 where they were 
stopped for lack of sufficient light to 
finish. 

One nice thing about Check Chase 
(there are lots of nice things about 
Check Chase, like the organization) but 
the nicest thing is that when you get to 
the finish instead of crawling under the 
truck for shade, you can go jump in the 
river to cool-off. 

And Rescue Three reports only 24 
injuries!

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., OCT. 7 
The weather was perfect for 
racing: nippy with a breeze that 
kept the dust off the trail. The 
boys up front were taking full 
advantage of it. With the drop of the 
banner for the first start, Expert, 
Amateur and Novices were off to the 
bomb. 

Mark Zoller (Yam) had the lead, 
Mark is a Novice and was experiencing 
the feeling of leading a desert race 
overall for the first time. Right behind 
Mark was a field of Experts that would 
have scared most Novices back to 
Beginner-hood. j 

Jim Francis (500 Yam) was second 
with Jack Orndoff (450 Hus) third, 
back on the left. The fast moving group 
right behind included Ray Lowe (Yam), 
Gus Paull (Hus), Dick Breker (Bul), Jim 
Irby (Yam), and Kurt Lohmeyer (Bul). 

On past the bomb, the course 
continued up a slight grade and then, 
topping the mountains, dropped down 
into a group of canyons and a fast 
downhill sandwash. Jim Francis had 
now relieved Mark of his lead. 

Jack Orndoff has second place but 
Gus Paull was now starting to nip at his 
heels. Gus and Jack were enjoying good 
racing when Gus's rear wheel gave out 
and he had a ringside seat as Lowe, 
Breker and Lohmeyer continued on. 

Entering the pits it was Francis out 
in front and it looked like nothing was 
going to stop him today. Jack Orndoff 
was second through the gas check and 
left in the same order. Third rider was 
Dick Breker, in and out. Ray Lowe and 
Kurt Lohmeyer came through fourth 
and fifth. Ron Williams (Hon) was sixth 
and first Novice. 

About three miles out on Loop 2, 
Orndoff took the lead heading up to the 
top of the Rand Mountains. The 
Beginners, starting 15 minutes later, 
were well into theirrace and Phil Nyland 
was showing the way around. Mark 
Hagan (Yam) had taken the lead at the 
bomb with Phil Nyland running second. 
Down the wash, Hagan was still out 
front, Phil Stumbo (Yam) was up to 
second. Hagan was really making it 
when he did a spectacular get-off. 
Stumbo took over the lead only to 
develop trans problems and drop out. 
Phil Nyland kept it together, moved up, 
took over the lead and was 
unchallenged. i 

Meanwhile, Jack Orndoff has taken 
the lead and Dick Breker has moved 
into second. The course played no 
favorites and a little more than half way 
around Breker and Orndoff started 
swapping the lead, both riders hanging 
right in' there side by side as they 
entered rattle-snake canyon. They were 











racing for the lead and when you're that 
close, it gets damn interesting. 

Orndoff came out in front with 
Breker still pushing. Kurt Lohmeyer had 
moved up and was trying to join in on 
the fun but blew it when he overshot a 
small hill and had a time getting himself 
back on the course. 

The leader was bearing down on the 
finish and everyone was waiting to see 
who was going to come out on top. 
Francis had not returned to the pits yet 
and the crowd at the finish was 
expecting to see him in the lead, but 
coming for the flag was Jack Orndoff 
from Glendale Yamaha on a 450 
Husqvarna. Right behind Jack, second 
overall and first 250 Expert was Dick 
Breker. Third was Kurt Lohmeyer, also 
on a Bultaco.. Bob Johnson took first 
175 Expert at eighth overall and making 
it four Sled Riders out of the first eight 
finishers. Not a bad show for the Sled 
Riders. 

Attention was now turned to the 
arrival of the first red-plate for overall 
Beginner.

The BLM 
loses a round

“The United States of America vs. 
the El Cajon Valley Motorcycle 
Club." The phrase must have had 
an ominous ring to the 28 
members of the El Cajon M.C., 
assembled in U.S. Federal Court in San 
Diego last week. 


But on October 9 a small club, in the 
very small AMA District 38, did the 
highly improbable. They won. The U.S. 
Department of Interiors Bureau of 
Land Management was unequivocally 
denied in its attempt to secure a Federal 
restraining order to halt a race planned 
for October 21 by the El Cajon M.C. 


The David and Goliath aspects are 
obvious. This was actually the second 
time such an injunction was sought, and 
for the second time it was denied by the 
U.S. Federal Court. There were 
different judges in each case, but their 
findings and conclusions concerning the 
BLM’s unsubstantiated claims of land 
damage were the same: “Injunction 
denied.” 


The El Cajon club made a wise choice 
of legal representation. Attorney Kevin 
Midlam addressed the issues involved 
with scrupulously calculated precision. 
He overturned every rock in the BLM's 
arsenal of vague, and often insulting, 
techniques. When some of the heat that 
bikers have been subjected to was 
turned on the government 
representatives, their originally 
confident attitudes turned into 
schoolboy squirming. The Feds were 
poorly equipped to perform their 
appointed tasks when confronted by 
truly competent legal ability. 


The characteristics of current 
political disorder, especially at the 
national level, must have many of the 
top level bureaucrats a bit disillusioned. 
According to Parkinson's Law, the 
method by which a small person 
achieves power, in a tall corporate 
structure or a vast bureaucratic system, 
is to acquire assistants; then to give the 
assistants more assistants. It's tough to 
be a leader without any followers. When 
the foundation is broadened with 
enough bodies, the chief can sit at the 
apex of the pyramid and supervise the 
elaborate chain of command. 
Everybody plays the game, and the 
endless red tape offers the numerous 
underlings, talented or not, the 
instruments by which they can prevent 
anyone from making waves. Sound 
familiar? 


With the rapidly developing interest 
in the desert's vast, untapped 
geothermal power resources, and the 
growth of recreational land values, the 
enticements for anyone interested in 
attaining recognition and advancement 
in the political hierarchy are numerous 
and tempting. Hopefully, the court 
victory of the El Cajon M.C. will 
provide added encouragement to all 
ORV enthusiasts genuinely concerned 
about the future of their sport. If 
Federal mandates, unsupported by 
popular consent, are allowed to stand 
then we're in trouble. 


The BLM first sued the El Cajon club 
for damage done to the desert in a race 
last December. At first the figure was 
$10,000, then it was $9,000 and later 
dropped to $6,700. How were these 
figures derived? What constitutes 
significant land damage? BLM solicitor 
Burton Stanley admits that, “It takes 
two years to conduct a true 
environmental impact statement.” 


This lends some credence to the 
theory that the BLM is restricting desert 
events to small areas, and running 
consecutive races in them in order to 
substantiate their claims of ecological 
damage. If so, it’s up to us to make sure 
they don’t get away with it. e

office in Riverside will be over, so 
as I’m writing this I hope it will be 
Our desert should remain open to us.

no right to come out with his 
proclamation on land that belongs to all 
of us, including him.

Fuel limitation proposal for road 


racing narrowly defeated

The annual meeting of the AMA 
Congress usually causes some large 
and small waves that eventually 


rock the boats of AMA members. 


The 1973 Congress was no exception 
and two large waves required roll call 
votes to stop the rocking of the 
delegates boats. 

The first of the two major waves 
concerned itself with the subject of 
noise. Specifically, the rule in- the 
AMA’s professional rule books that read 
in part, **Effective January 1, 1974: All 
motorcycles must have an exhaust 
system meeting 92dB on the ‘‘A”’ scale 
measured at 50 feet." The proposal to 
delete «this rule in it's entirety was 
passed by a vote of 36-24 after many 
delegates commented on the need to do 
so. Paramount reasons for it's deletion 
were loss of spectator interest in 
Professional racing and the fact that

even 92dB on our present measuring 
equipment would not satisfy any 
government agency that felt motorcycle 
racing was a public nuisance. Also 
mentioned was the fact that many of ` 
the delegates were sold a bill of goods by 
the AMA staff at last year's meeting 
when a staff member stated that both 
USAC and NASCAR were going to 
muffle their automobile racing 
equipment. Other considerations were 
the hardships that would be placed on 
several already burdened manufacturers 
who would have to go to great lengths 
to even come close to meeting the 92dB 
standard. Kawasaki road racing team 
manager, Bob Hansen, addressed the 
congress and stated that at the present 
time his 750cc Kawasaki road racers

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exceeded the 92dB mark by only one 
dB and yet at racing speed, the sound 
that would normally be heard by 
spectators and thepublic in general, that 
mark was, to say the least, shattered. 
The Professional and Amateur Safety 
and Engineering committee had 
discussed the proposal to delete the 
*muffler" rule at length and had 
decided to pass the proposal in order to 
hear more delegated opinions on the 
controversial rule. The previously 
mentioned vote count sums up the 
opinion of the majority. 

. Wave number two concerned itself 
with a proposed gas limitation for 
Professional road racing. The proposal 
as submitted allowed 4.2 gallons of gas 
for a 75 mile road race, 5.5 gallons for a 
100 mile race, etc. with all the amounts 
equaling approximately 18 miles per 
gallon. Powell Hassell, District 9 
Congressman and the proposer, spoke at 
length, both in committee and in 
Wednesday's general business meeting, 
onthe merits of such a rule. He stated 
that the main reason the proposal had 
been submitted was that road racing, 
per se, was in trouble in this country as 
indicated by the poor spectator turnout 
at most AMA National road races this 
season. Hassell, a Harley-Davidson 
dealer and an active racing sponsor and 
enthusiast, admitted that four stroke 
machines could no longer compete on 
an even level with the two stroke 750's. 
He, along with other delegates, felt that 
the public would soon tire of 
domination of road racing by two or 
three manufacturers and that National 
road racing would quickly deteriorate to 
the status of TT racing in this country. 
The rule that Hassell proposed was 
eventually defeated by a roll call vote of 
32-23 and yet in defeat it planted the 
seed for action to equalize competition. 
Kel Carruthers, a delegate from 
Yamaha, did not care for the gas 
limitation rule but stated that he would 
go along with any rule that he felt fairly 
equalized competition and, what he felt 
was most important, lowered the top 
end speeds that road racers arenow 
obtaining . Carruthers strongly felt and 
expressed his belief that both 
Harley-Davidson and Triumph had not 
"done their homework" and that it was 
his feeling that the four stroke racers 
could be made much faster by some 
strong factory effort. He further stated 
that in his opinion the gas limitation 
rule would only serve to lessen active 
participation by many manufacturers 
because “my 350 watercooled racers 
would win everything for they now can 
achieve the 18 miles per gallon that the 
rule would require." 


Bob Hansen chastized the four stroke 
manufacturers for requesting such a rule 
and in passing mentioned that he didn't 
see any Kawasakis winning dirt track 
Nationals and yet his company had not 
requested that the four strokes be 
handicapped so that Kawasakis would 
be competitive on dirt. 

Before, after and in between the 
above two points of controversy many 
rule proposals were either passed or 
defeated. We'll touch bases briefly in 


the various competition departments. 


PROFESSIONAL 


Regional Championship points may 
now be earned by a rider who 
post-enters. The pre-entry fee remains at 
$10 while a post-entry fee of $25 was 
established for the 1974 season. 

Riders who post-enter a National 
Championship will not receive any 
National Championship points. 

To stop some of the classic acting 
performances that are staged from time 
to time a rule was passed that states, “If 
an event is stopped for a fallen rider 
who requires medical attention, is 
apparently unconscious, or badly 
injured, that rider may not restart the 
event." 

Race meets, except National 
Championship races, that run qualifying 
heats for Experts and Juniors at the 
request of the promoter shall be paid a 
minimum of $20 each heat broken 
down $10, $6, $4. The money must be 
extra and above the advertised purse. 

National Championship programs have 
been changed and for 1974 the first 
three finishers in each heat will advance 
to the National while only the winner 
from each of the two semis will advance 
providing a maximum of 14 riders for 








both short track and half mile-National 
finals. 

National points will now be awarded 
down to twentieth place in all 
Nationals. If less than twenty riders are 
scheduled in the final, the number of 
unassigned points will be awarded to the 
top number of finishers in the Trophy 
main. 

Riders are now allowed to enter a 
non-sanctioned event as long as there is 
no similar AMA sanctioned event within 
a distance of 300 miles and within a 
time of 48 hours of the event entered. 

A compression release is now accepted 
as an engine stopping device and may be 
used in lieu of a kill button. 

Rubber or plastic covering on foot 
pegs, brake pedals, etc. is not required 
on motorcycles entered in motocross, 
enduro, hare and hound, hare scrambles, 
trials or observed trials competition. 

In hopes of attracting more 
manufacturers to.the lightweight road 
races the minimum amount of approved 
machines will be 25 rather than the 
previously required amount of 200. The 
rule will allow for 250cc two-stroke, 
multi cylinder engines, 360cc for 
two-stroke single cylinder engines and 
360cc for all four-stroke engines. 

All entry forms for all National 
Championship and International MX's 
shall be postmarked 45 days before the 
meet. 

Change that figure of $1,200 to $900 
where your MX rule book states that a 
promoter may charge you an admission 
fee in addition to your entry fee. That 
one required a roll call vote and was 
passed 26-19. 

At National and International MX's 
the rider is limited to a maximum of 
two mechanics. Rider must inform clerk 
as to the names of the mechanics. This, 
hopefully, will cut down on pit 
congestion. 

A rider may enter only one class in 
National and International MX meets. 

National numbers will be awarded to 
motocross riders on a separate basis, not 
using the Grand National Championship 
numbers. A numberone willbeassignedto 
the National Champion in both the 
250cc and the Open class and the 
remaining numbers will be assigned 
according to combined National points. 

You must be a United States citizen 
to earn National points. 


AMATEUR 


In hopes of stopping class jumping, 
etc. the following rule will be part of 
the 1974 rule books. “At meets where 
motorcycles need not be approved, the 
upper limit of the class shall be the 
maximum displacement allowed with 
.080 overbore, i.e., in the 101-125cc 
class, the maximum displacement will 
be 125cc plus .080. For classification 
purposes the actual displacement less 
.080 will be used." 
` Motocross, scrambles, dirt track, road 
race and speedway courses must be 
checked in advance and approved by a 
credited AMA official such as the 
district congress representative, district 
referee or regional field rep before a 
sanction will be granted. 

In enduro meets the mileage at any 
secret check must be computed from 
the last known control in whole tenths, 
and the time there to must be computed 
to a whole minute. Also, enduro riders 
shall be penalized 50 points if state 
required equipment is not in working 
order at the end of the event. A list of 
the required equipment shall be posted 
at the start of the event and the riders 
so instructed. No riderwill be allowed to 
start if state required equipment is not 
working at the start. These items 
include mufflers, brake lights, license 
plates, lights, etc. 

Road riders now have a new event - 
the Trash Run. Trash runs are events in 
which contestants depart from a 
designated spot and perform a 
community service by gathering up 
litter within the area. No restrictions as 
to containers as long as they are not 
detrimental to safety. Promoting clubs 
must provide a scale on which collected 
trash is weighed. Trophies are awarded 
on the weight of trash or litter collected 
by participants. As one delegate put it, 
“Some guys might as well throw their 
bikes on the scales.” 

Cash may now be paid at poker runs 
where not prohibited by law. No more 
than 30% of the purse shall go to the 
winner. e

More DH 

If you’re looking for slightly more tractable performance from your TM 125 
Suzuki Dale Herbrandson is now offering a reed conversion. Because of the 
configuration of the cylinder barrel it is difficult to install a reed assembly on 
125 Suzukis. The intake manifold is so long on the stock Suzook that it places 
the reeds too far from the cylinder. Herbrandson mills down the back of the 
barrel 142 inches and then welds on a 125 CZ reed manifold. 

Forming the necessary boost ports also presents a problem on the Suzuki 
because of the proximity of the piston ring ends. The ports must be kept very 
narrow to avoid having the rings expand into the ports. Additional ring and 
piston support is gained by using the 125 Hodaka porting tool, designed by 
Herbrandson to drill out the necessary ports. After all this a 28 or 30mm Bing 
carb is added, as it seems to best compliment the reed installation. This carb 
extends an additional one-half inch behind the stock item and requires a slight 
shortening of the intake hose. The stock air filter assembly can be used. 

What you get in the end is a powerband that extends 2,000 RPM lower than 
the stock state. Horsepower is increased only slightly to 17.1 with the stock 
pipe. Herbrandson claims that pipe modifications will produce considerably 
more power.
